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4 Four isolated militery zones, under dirert control of the Defense Ministry, are 
to be found in the sutonomovs oblast of Tuva. This is in southern Asiatic Soviet 
territory, on the Mongolian borter. The scones are a5 follows: 


a. “one of Kyzyl, where there is o oubinet making chemieels with a carbon base; 
be “one of Chadsn , where there ls » Koubinat for copper praduets; 

GC. Lone of Tannu-Ula, where there 4s a rockets experiment ground; and 

d. vone of Sayan, where there ts a base for radlway construction, 


2. From 12,000 to 15,000 men are employed In esch of the zones and there are also 
prisoner-laborers, 


3, here are strong military garrisons, including engineers, aviators, and rocket 
specialists. ‘the garrisons maintain strict control over these zones, 


4, ‘he civildan population is in forty-six big, sovkhozes or kolkhozes, Administration 
is entirely in Soviet hands. Liberty of movement for the civilian population is 
limited, In frontier zones contiguous to the National Republic of Mongolia, no 
kolkhozes have been established, This is for propaganda purposes. 


5, Speedel comaissars, designated by the "Obkom" (Oblast Committee) have power to 
expel undesirable persons. ‘uring the ast few months, a certain Commissar Pankov 
has expelled from his frontier zone abéut two thousand local inhabitants. They 
are accused of smuggling and illegal passage of the frontier. 


mg The Soviet Government is spending immense sums in gold to buy cattle and to secure 
raw materials necessary for canning meat.
